The Sensational Rumors of Gen. Gor- 
don’s Fall Officially Denied.

The London Times on the American Po- 
litical Situation—Changing the Names of 
Dublin Streets—A Fatal Explosion in 
Kingston, Canada—Foreign News. 


Lonpon, November 8.—The Times considers the 
news reported from Cairo to the Paris Morning 
News to the effect that Khartoum had fallen into 
the hands of the rebels and Gordon was taken priso- 
ner, as extremely doubtful. This view, it thinks, is 
especially reasonable in the absence of advices on 
the subject from Wolseley. The Times traces the re- 
port to the Bosphore Egyptian, a dubious French 
organ, which may have given a Europeanized ver 
sion to Arab rumors which recently gained some 
currency in Cairo.”

The troops of the Mahdi had intercepted 
two messengers dispatched by the British to Khar. 
toum. Same dispatch declared that a large force of 
the rebels was at Berber and that the rebels had 
possession of the wellson caravan route between 
Debbeh and Khartoum. After the crops are harvest- 
ed the Mahdi's forces will be largely increased.
